1. Reference (a) scheduled a Naval Air Reserve Intelligence Conference 
to be held at MARTU, NAF Andrews Air Force Base the week beginning 1 April 
1963, The conference agenda includes a Washington Area Intelligence 
Agencies meeting on * April 19^3. Thi3 meeting will have representatives 
from Washington, D.C. Intelligence Agencies v/hich provide support to Fleet 
Intelligence Projects assigned to Naval Air Intelligence Reserve Units. 
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Reserve Air Intelligence Officers are periodically ordered to report 
to the Chief of Naval Operations for two weeks active duty for training.
